Overall crime year-to-date as compared to last

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year we're sitting at an 8 percent reduction in
overall crime, 6 percent violent crime and 9
percent property crime reduction.

The only area we're challenged in
specifically in violent crime we're up slightly
in homicide and also up in sexual assault as
compared to last year.

Our numbers overall are still trending
downward, it's just that's an area we're keeping
a watchful eye on. Non-fatal shootings are up
slightly. Robberies continue to be our biggest
reduction for the last three years, double-digit
reductions. We're at 10 percent reduction this
year.

I was going to report out on the

Consent Judgment. Today was supposed to mark the

day that we're totally out from under it, but I

need to get confirmation on that. That's

something that should have been today, so I might

report back, someone is checking now.
COMMISSIONER BELL: Chief, would that
be some type of notification from the Courts to
which you're seeking?

I can tell you that Department of Justice is
pleased with the direction the department has
been going in terms of self reporting.

Could you speak
briefly to Operation Restore Order, I think is
that the proper terminology most recently?

CHIEF CRAIG: The most recent, that was
out of the 2nd and 1lth Precincts, it was done
last weekend. It was referred to as Operation
Rush Hour led by Capt. Tim Leach. Very
successful.

Unfortunately I don't have the stats,
but they had seen an uptick in some activity in
both the 2nd and 11lth Precincts and based on this
two-day operation they have now started to see a
decline, so this is what many of the precincts do
on a regular basis when they see activities.

They will combine with another precinct to
address a common crime problem.

The review of the disciplinary charge
is as follows. On August 26, 2014 a Police Trial
Board was convened to hear testimony and accept
evidence on the charges and specifications filed
against Petitioner Police Officer Lauren Synder,
Badge No. 3054 representing violations of the
Detroit Police Manual.

1. Wilful disobedience of rules or
orders.

Specification 1. That she, Police
Officer Lauren Synder, Badge No. 3054, currently
assigned to the 9th Precinct while on duty did on
January 26, 2014 at 11187 Gratiot, the 9th
Precinct, willfully disobey a direct order given
to her by Sgt. Sharon Hall, Badge S-449 by

failing to report immediately to the lieutenants

RISVl hansonreporting.com
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and sergeants office as directed for
reinstruction, this being in violation of the
Detroit Police Department Manual Series 100,
Directive 102.3-7-9, conduct unprofessional
Command 8.

Specification 2, that she, Police
Officer Lauren Synder, Badge No. 3054, currently
assigned to the 9th Precinct while on duty did on
January 26, 2014 at 11187 Gratiot, 9th Precinct,
wilfully disobey a direct order to her by Sgt.
Sharon Hall, Badge S-449 by leaving the
lieutenants and sergeants office after she was
directed verbally several times not to walk out,
this being in violation of the Detroit Police
Department Manual Series 100, Directive
102.3-7-9, conduct unprofessional Command 8.

2. Exhibit insubordination,
disrespect, gestures or language of a course,
profane or insolent manner to any ranking
officer.

Specification 3. That she, Police
Officer Lauren Synder, Badge No. 3054 currently
assigned to the 9th Precinct while on duty did on
January 26, 2014 at 11187 Gratiot, the 9th

Precinct, in the lieutenants and sergeants office

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exhibit insubordination, disrespect and language
of a course and insolent nature towards Sgt.
Sharon Hall when she used her body to physically
push past her, Sgt. Hall, to exit the office,
this being in violation of the Detroit Police
Department Manual Series 100, Directive 102.
3-7-9, conduct unprofessional Command 5.
Specification 4, that she, Police
Officer Lauren Synder, Badge No. 3054, currently
assigned to the 9th Precinct while on duty did on
January 26, 2014 at 11187 Gratiot, the 9th
Precinct, in a lieutenants and sergeants office
exhibit insubordination, disrespect and language
of a course and insolent nature towards Sgt.
Sharon Hall when she stated to her, "Are you
serious? Is this what you called me in for?"
after Sgt. Hall questioned her regarding not
making all the changes to her CHRISNET report as
directed, this being in violation of the Detroit
Police Department Manual Series 100, Directive
102.3-7-9, conduct unprofessional, Command 5.
Specification 5, that she, Police
Officer Lauren Synder, Badge No. 3054 currently
assigned to the 9th Precinct while on duty did on

January 26, 2014 at 11187 Gratiot, the 9th

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Precinct, in the lieutenants and sergeants office
exhibit insubordination, disrespect and language
of a course and insolent manner towards Sgt.
Sharon Hall when she stated to her, "Are you
f---ing serious? Is this what you called me in
for?" after Sgt. Hall explained to her why she
was called into the precinct, this being in
violation --

Oh, I guess we can probably proceed,
Mr. Chairman. Mr. Goldpaugh has indicated that
the department and he on behalf of Officer Snyder
have accepted the recommendation that I made to
the Board of a one-day suspension.

The members of the Trial Board are
pointed out here in the memo along with the
issues. If that is acceptable then to the Board,
I would simply recommend, again my
recommendation, of a one-day suspension and both
parties have agreed to that. If the Board
concurs with that, then this matter can be
closed.

BERNARD: Also, Mr. Chairman and
members of the Commission she was charged with

all five of those specifications. The Trial

COMMISSIONER BELL: I thought he was

with us on go blue, now he's switching up to

RISVl hansonreporting.com
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Sheriff's Department.

COMMISSIONER CRAWFORD: No, no.

COMMISSIONER BELL: Let the record
reflect —--

COMMISSIONER CRAWFORD: Just a moment.
As I told some of the retirees that -- the former
DPD that work for the Sheriff's Department, it's
okay to be down with the brown, but you should
always remain true to the blue.

COMMISSIONER MOORE: One of my district
members 1s waiting at the microphone.

COMMISSIONER BELL: Sorry, yes, ma'am.

MS. PANNELL: Good afternoon, my name
is Sharon Pannell. I heard Commander Rochon is
leaving April 1. Can you tell me if we're going
to have a commander in 2nd Precinct, please?

CHIEF CRAIG: Through the Chair, he has
decided to retire on April 8th. We talked about
the new structure involving the Detroit Police
Department, the precincts going back to what we
call an ideal neighborhood precinct model.

There will be a commander and a
captain. We don't have any decisions on those
positions or who's going to sit in. There's an

interim commanding officer Gary Seroche who's
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interim only.

MS. PANNELL: Thank you.

COMMISSIONER BELL: Any other comments
from the audience? Any other comments from the
Board?

COMMISSIONER SHELBY: Yeah, through the
Chair. I briefly looked in my package today and
I saw the report from the Office of the Chief
Investigator. Very nicely done, very concise,
very to the point. I want to thank Ms. Drake for
her efforts in putting this together.

COMMISSIONER BELL: Duly noted, thank
you. I assume that you're going to report out
maybe at the next meeting on the report.

If there's no other business before
this body and the Chair obviously was detained.

I assume she'll report out at the next meeting
when we reconvene, so the Chair would entertain a
motion for adjournment.

COMMISSIONER MOORE: So moved.

COMMISSIONER MALLETT: So moved.

COMMISSIONER BELL: Been properly moved
and second. Any discussion? All those in favor,
aye?

COMMISSIONERS: Aye.
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COMMISSIONER BELL: Motion carries,
thank you.
